PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 19.—Four per- 
sons are known to be dead, several are 
dying in hospitals and a dozen others 
are missing, following a fire which de- 
stroyed a factory building at Second 
and Chancellor streets shortly before 
noon today. Many of the missing “are 
‘girls, whose bodies are believed to be in 
the ruins. The known dead are all girls 
‘and three of them were killed by jump- 
ling from windows. 

There are nearly twenty men, women 
and children in hospitals. 

The negro elevator boy employed in 
the building was-arrested by the police 
pending an investigation into the origin 
of the fire. 

‘inere were about one hundred men, 
women and children employed by va- 
rious small firms in the place. The in- 
terior of the building was burned out 
and the number, of dead will ‘not be 
known until the firemen complete their 
search of the ruins. 

The fire is said to have started on the 
third floor, either from a slight explo- 
Sion or the blowing out of a fuse in an 
electric switch board. Those on that 
floor were thrown into a panic, and the

Chemist’s Report Expected Today. 

CHICAGO, Ill, Jan. 19.—Results. of 
the analysis which has been conducted 
by Prof. Walter Haines of Rush Medi- 
cal College and Dr. Ludwig Hektoen 
and which'is expected to result in ar- 
rests in connection with the death of 
Col. Thomas H. Swope, the Kansas City 
millionaire and his nephew, Chrisman 
Swope, is expected to be submitted to- 
day to attorneys representing the e¢3+ 
tates who now are in Chicago. The 
analysis of the organs from the bodies 
of the dead men was said to have been 
completed late Tuesday night. Dr. Hek- 
toen admitted he had completed his ex- 
amination. but would not discuss the re- 
sults. Prof. Haines asserted his ex- 
aminations would not be finished for a 
day or two.

Although, it is declared, the pa- 
thologists have failed to. discover any 
typhoid fever bacteria, it was hinted, 
today, that sufficient evidence. had been 
discovered to warrant a abet ake in- 
vestigation.

worth Prison With 


His. Spirit Unbroken 


and Hopeful of Proving: His Innocence. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post-Dispatch. 
LEAVENWORTH, Kam., Jan. 19.—John R. Walsh. today began his: five- 
year sentence in the Federal Prison here for.misapplying the. funds of the -Chi- 


cago National Bank. 


Despite his long night ride from Chicago and the natural weakness which 
comes with his advanced age—72 years—he gave no more sign ‘of worry or dis- 
tress than if he,had come here to transact a business matter, instead of starting 
a prison term. He stepped briskly into the. Warden's office upon his arrival. 
Throughout the preliminaries which preceded his imprisonment proper he passed 


calmly, without a trace of nervousness 

Walsh arrived at 12:06, and 20 minutes 
later the one time miaster of millions; 
but now simply Convict 6861, was 
marched away by a guard. The gray- 
haired man-had begun his sentence. 

Fate decreed that the aged bank 
wrecker should be registered as a crim- 
inal at the penitentiary by a friend of 
his boyhood days, Warden’ R. W. Mc- 
Claughry, fornrér Chief ‘of Police of 
Chicago. He and Walsh were chums 
in their youths in Chicago. They had 
not seen each ‘other in years until to- 
day. 

As Walsh entered the Warden's of- 
fice, Maj. McClaughry..arose and of- 
fered his hand. 

Within twenty minutes: afterthe war- 
den’s office had—been.-reached the pre- 
liminary arrangements, for Walsh: be- 
ginning his sentence had been arranged. 
He shook hands with his son, John W. 
Walsh; his son-in-law, Dr. lL. Blake 
Baldwin; his. attorney,.E. Cc. Ritsher, 
and United, States Marshals Hoy ‘and 
Middleton, who accompanied him. 

“Good-by,””. he said firmly and then 
there were a few words between them, 
such as friends would exchange upon @ 
casual meeting. That was all, The 
aged prisoner did not try to take advan- 
tage of his: friendship ‘with the warden 
by asking the warden for special favors 
during. his incarceration. 

The former banker saw: his son knock 
down a photographer ‘when the party 
reached Kansas City. 

As the party of officials and relatives 
that accompanied Mr. Walsh was alight- 
ing from the train, a newspaper photog- 
rapher who had raised his camera to 
tgke a snapshot of the travelers, was 
attacked by young Walsh. 

He had preceded his father. He oar- 
ried a heavy suit case and the moment 
he caught sight of the photographer hé 
darted toward him. Swinging his suit 
case with tremendous force, the young 
Chicagoan literally mowed down the 
newspaper man, driving him and’ his 
machine in a bunch against the side of 
a Pullman sleeper.

| THE MEAT STRIKE. ; 

‘The Cleveland meat strike is interesting and 
significant as a popular protest against the 
crushing cost of living. It has its value as a fac- 
‘tor in the solution of the problem because it di- 
‘reets the public mind to an intolerable condition’ 
and thus for¢ées consideration of its causes for 
the purpose of eliminating them. 

But as a means of permanent relief or of 
directly solving the problems that lie at the 
bottom of the excessive cost of necessaries, it is 
As a policy designed to control 
monopoly it is unwise and unjust. Even if the 
strike should become national in its scope, as its 
leaders hope, it would bring only temporary re- 
lief, accompanied by many hardships and disas- 
ters falling as heavily upon the innocent as the 
guilty. The producers of fowls and livestock used 
for meat, who are themselves thé victims of 
the Beef Trust, and the wage-earners and trades- 
men dependent on the industry for their support 
with all the dependents of allied industries would 
suffer more than the men responsible for the 
meat monopoly. The prices of other necessaries 
would increase with the increased demand. In or- 
der to make the strike comprehensively effective 
it would have to be applied to many eatables be- 
sides meat and to clothing and other articles of 
common and essential use for comfort, health 


‘land strength. The extent of the disaster which 


would follow such a wholesale strike against the 
industries of the country is inestimable. It might 
cause appalling consequences. 

But the effects of a consumers’ strike would be 
temporary, unless more far-reaching and effective 
action followed. It would soon exhaust itself 
and the low prices forced by the lack of de- 
mand would be succeeded by higher prices to 
make up for losses. Monopoly would still be 
in the saddle riding booted and spurred over a 
helpless people. é 

The only hope of permanent relief is in strik- 
ing down monopoly, not in paralyzing industry 
or stopping trade. We must destroy the power 
of monopoly and abolish the privileges and ad- 
vantages by which it thrives. We must remove 
the artificial barriers to the free co-operation of 
the people in production and commerce. We 
must restore the normal operation of the laws 
of trade. 

It is significant that the suggestion of such a 
desperate protest against excessive prices for nec- 
essaries follows a wild riot of governmental ex- 
travagance, an abject surrender on the part of our 
public servants to plutocracy and privilege and a 
sham ‘battle against monopoly. If the popular re- 
volt against governmental betrayal and incompe- 
tence is not heeded in Washington a’ political 
revolution, the end of which cannot be foreseen, 
will result.

I can give instances where I have had to pay extra 
express charges six different times, and each time 
the package was prepaid. I now live at 2922 Neosho 
street, and have lived at 5527A Minnesota avenue, also 
at 480A Oregon avenue, getting part of these pack- 
ages at each residence. The last parcel I received 
was this past Dec. 26, 1909. It contained a child's 
set—knife, fork and spoon—which couldn't weigh more 
than a few ounces; charges, 2”cents. Previous to 
hat I received another parcel done up in a collar 
box, which probably weighed one-half a pound oF 
less; charges, 25 cents. This was Oct. 12, 1909. Abour 
a year ago I received a pedestal; charges on it were

cents; in December, Christmas, 1905, a box, charges, 
% cents. This makes a total of $2 I paid extra, and 
as I said, each parcel was sent prepaid.

Alaska contains the only first-class bi- 
tuminous and anthracite coal on the Pa- 
cific Coast; from the Bering River dis- 
trict railroads can be built to the sea, 
not more than 110 miles long, over per- 
fectly level country: and, according to 
a published statement by Alfred H.
